About The Stanley Amendment 


The following is an extract from ' 
a letter of Attorney-General Hop- 1 
kins, of Kansas,[addressed to Con- ' 
gressmnn Volstead regarding the i 
Stanley amendment pushed so vig- ' 
orously by the wets, prohibiting 
search for liquor without a search 
warrant: 

“I do not hesitate to say that a 
law that prevents federal officers 
from apprehending rum running 
autos and moonshine stills without 
first securing a search warrant would 
practically destroy the power of of¬ 
ficers to cope with these lawless 
agencies. 

“If I have a correct copy of the 
Stanley Amendment, it prohibits 
ail search, or even an attempt to 
search for liqv or or anything else 
without a search warrant What 
this may in jan is bard to conjecture. 
Officers e',forcing the Prohibition 
laws deal with the most wily, un¬ 
scrupulous and vicious class of crim¬ 
inals that defy law. These officers 
must secure clues ot evidence and 
follow clues given them and be sub- 
; jrct to schemes laid to mislead 
them. This often amounts to an 
| attempt to search for outlawed liq¬ 
uor. If it is made a crime, aud the 
. officer penalized more heavily for 
attempting to enforce the law than 
the criminal he la trying to arrest, 
there* will be little incentire left for 
officers to do their duty. 

“It would, of course, be impossi¬ 
ble to deal with rum running autos 
or other mobile agencies used to dis¬ 
tribute liquor. Those wbo operate 
these maohines are desperate out¬ 
laws. The ilTylavii for search war- 
rant must describe tbe machine, the 
thing to be searched for, etc. Yon 
cannot secure this information in 
advance.

In France there Is a town cnlled 
S' 1 'Inn, where a wonderful carrying 
olialr, ts said to have originated. 

Tho chair, serving os a vehicle for 
ont person, who sits within ' the In¬ 
closure ot royal draperies, was car¬ 
ried by chnlr bearers and was con¬ 
sidered quite the tiling for the stylish 
Indies of the time. • 

They were first Introduced In west¬ 
ern Europe lu 1581, but did not be¬ 
come common ns carriers for the so¬ 
cial <•1110 of England and France un¬ 
til the eighteenth ecutury. They 
were elaborately decorated, often with 
pnlntlugs and panels by artists of 
note, and lined with elegant silks and 
pudded with perfumed cloth.

SUMMERY DISHES.

Most guinea raisers allow their 
breeding stock free range of tbe entire 
farm at all times, and this helps to 
keep the birds strong and vigorous. 
During tbe winter the breeders should 
have been fed a grain mixture of com, 
wheat and oats twice a day, and where 
no green feed was available, vege¬ 
tables, such a* potatoes, turnips, beets 
and cabbage. Animal feed la essen¬ 
tial to best results and can be supplied 
by feeding meat scrap or skimmed 
milk. OlTen free range, where the sup¬ 
ply of natural feed during the win¬ 
ter and early spring ere ample, as It 
usually la In the southern portion of 
the United States, the guineas can be 
let: to pick up a considerable port of 
their feed, say poultry specialists ot 
the United States Department of Agri¬ 
culture. Free access to grit, charcoal, 
and oyster shell Is necessary through¬ 
out the breeding, season. Avoid hav¬ 
ing the breeder* too fat, but keep them 
In good, firm flesh.

Reorganization Program Approved.' 

Annapolis.— 
The reorganization program of Gov¬ 
ernor Ritchie was approved In Its 
final form by the special committee of 
the executive committee of the Re- 
organltatlon Commission, and will be 
brought bofore the executive commit¬ 
tee September 14 and before the lull 
commission on the same day. 

One change was made in the draft 
submitted by Governor Rltchlo to the 
rcembyra of the committee. This was 
to strike out the clause whereby it 
was proposed to nbollsh the office of 
B(ate Librarian end put the library 
under the control of the Court of Ap¬ 
peals. This leave* the StsU. Library 
untouched by the re-organlzatlon and 
[ n nders unnecssary the adoption of a 
constitutional amendment, which 
would have been required If Che 
change had been Insisted upon. iA'H 
The State Industrial- Accident Com¬ 
mission. about which there was seri¬ 
ous debate in the committee, was 
left untouched, but tho State Tax 
Commission, vns reduced to one man 
Instead r,i three and placed under the 
general .supervision of the State Comp¬ 
troller.

ACCUSES IT OF CONSPIRACY 


,Two-thirds of Money 6pent by Movta 
Patrons Goes to Company, la 
Charged—$4,000,000 a Day la 
Estimated Revenue. 


Washington.— Tho Fnmoua Players- 
Lasky Corporation, tho world’s largest 
movie concern, nnd owner of 100 thea¬ 
ters In tho United States and Canada, 
vros charged with unfair competition 
under the Clayton act, in a forninl com. 
plaint lulled by the Federal JTrndo 
Commission. The complaint was di¬ 
rected against the corporation end 
eleven other respondents. 

Tho commission, tracing tho history 
of tho corporation from Its start os 
a small enterprise with, small cap¬ 
ital, set forth that now "ns a result 
of conspiracies and nfllllntlops made 
la pursuance of said combinations and 
conspiracies" it has eliminated compe¬ 
tition l>y buying up the businesses of 
Us competitors, and now has a monop¬ 
oly over tho entire motion picture in¬ 
dustry. 

Tiio commission alleged that 07 cent* 
out of every dollar paid Into movie 
theaters throughout tho United States 
Is paid to see atrractlons under the 
natno of Paramount nnd Paramount- 
Artcrnft pictures, distributed by the 
Famous Plnyers-Losky Corporntlon- 
It was snld In tho complaint that 
there nro approximately 18,000 movie 
exhibitors in the United States, and 
that about 20,000,000 persons every 
day spend approximately $4,000,OCX) la 
rush to sco motion picture exhibitions. 
Tills was mentioned by tho commis¬ 
sion in Us charge that the Kninout 
rinfori'-Lniky Corporation, In I s con¬ 
trol of Uie mnjorlly of movlo produo 
Ing companies, distributes more than 
80,000 films each week to exhibitors in 
tho Uultcd States and foreign coun¬ 
ties. 

Tito commission cites at some length 
the corporation's activity in New York, 
where it is alleged to maintnln prac¬ 
tically a monopoly. The complaint de¬ 
clared in "furtherance of tho con¬ 
spiracy charged," that: 

"The Famous Plnyers-Losky Corpo¬ 
ration acquired tho New York Theater 
building, containing tho Criterion, tho 
New York Theater nnd tho New York 
lloof, at a cost of $3,200,000; that re¬ 
spondents acquired Die Illvoll nnd 
Illalto in the sumo district of New 
York city, ns well ns the property on 
which tho Putr.nm Halldlng Is loented, 
where It l/i proposed In tho near future 
to erect n thirty story building to cos'. 
$8,000,000 and to contain a motion pic¬ 
ture theater. * 

The oon.plaint nloa sot forth that th.< 
corporation acquired llio stock of 
Charles Frobmnn, Incorporated, which 
It was alleged, lenses the Umpire Thea¬ 
ter, ami tins an Interest in the Lyceum 
Theater. 

It was charged thnt the policy of tho 
corporation was to acquire nnd nfllll- 
nte with It producers, distributors nnd 
exhibitors, ns n result of which pic¬ 
tures of Independent producers nro 
kept out of a showing in theaters in 
mnny large cities, and that continua¬ 
tion of such a policy will eventually 
eliminate nil Independents if tho prac¬ 
tices nre continued. 

Continuing Us recital of the dan¬ 
gers of tho corporations alleged un¬ 
fair competition, tho complaint fur¬ 
ther stated; 

"Thus, ns tho theaters owned, con- 
•rolled or operated by the Famous 
Plnyers-Lnsky Corporation are perma¬ 
nently closed to nil competitors, the

"It la not poaalbte to foretell accu¬ 
rately what the really substantial 
economies of the plan will be. These j 
will result from greatly Increased ef- j 
flclency In administering public af¬ 
fair*, avoidance of duplication and 
waste, centralizing and systematizing 
Governmental activities and control, 
etc. The difference will bo between 
a well-co-ordinated, businesslike man- 
agernnt. conducted by a small number 
of departments whose heads wilt meet 
frequently with each other and with 
the Governor. and the present system 
of a very great number of depart¬ 
ments, most of them acting Independ¬ 
ently of all tbe others, and no com¬ 
petent supervision over them possible 
This difference cannot he measured 
mathematically In advance. It could 
not he done In priiate business, and 
It cannot be dond in public business 
either. - . * 

'It Is possible, however, to abow 
the economy which wil result at once 
from reduced caving* In official*' sal- 
ariea and compensation. In this re¬ 
spect alone the plan recommended will 
save annually over 1146,000, or prac¬ 
tically one cent on the State tax rate. 
The large State of Illinois, in advance 
of Its reorganization In 1917. waa only- 
able to show an annual saving of 
1100,000 from ihla source. So far as 
ascertainable other States attempted 
no speclOc predictions.

Chester, Fa.- -A cracked gusset plate, 
which was bolted instead of riveted, 
caused the collapse of the footpath oa 
Die Third street bridge over tlu- Ches¬ 
ter Itlvcr et Chester, barling twenty- 
flvo persons to their death In tbe 
murky waters below. 

All of the bodies hove been recov¬ 
ered. The last ono taken out of the 
river was that of Apostolos ApostoU, 
five years old, 410 Kdgemont street, 
Chester. .Do was the child whose 
drowning led to the disaster. Three 
of the seven injured persons In the 
Chester Hospital are not expected to 
recover. 

A section of the bridge collapsed 
when several hundred persons rushed 
upou it to wntclr attempts to rescue 
the Apostola boy, who had fallen Into 
the arrow river. Tbo crowd was 
watching n swimmer trying to find the 
body, when, without a warning, there 
was a shnrp, cracking sound, and a 
ten-foot section of the bridge col¬ 
lapsed. 

Ncnrly 100 persons, screaming and 
struggling, slid down Into the wnter. 
Merc thnn seventy of those were saved 
by others, who Jumped Into the river 
or got boats and carried the victims of 
the crash ashore. 

It II Qulmby, chief engineer oFthe 
Philadelphia Itnpkl Transit Company, 
and Edward Tenipler Inspected tbe 
bridge to determine the cause of the 
Occident After a long examination 
of the structure they Issued the fol¬ 
lowing statement through Thomas J. 
I’eeley, n member of the County Com¬ 
missioners: 

"The gusset plnfo which supports 
one of the shlenrins, which In turn 
supports the foothnnth, was mode of 
wrought Iron. The bridge was faulty 
In construction. The grain In the plate 
was perpendicular Instead of being 
horizontal, a'.id we found a crack In 
the plnte nearly eight Inches in length. 
The length of the gusset plate wu> 
fifteen Inches, and the old crack in the 
Plate \vns eight Inches long and had 
been there for cleveu years. It Is 
what we cull a progressive break."

Be sure that every fire haz¬ 
ard has been removed; th it the 
heating plant in each building is 
properly installed and in correct re¬ 
pair; that approved fi-c extinguish¬ 
ers have been installed when and 
where needed; that the instillation 
o! Ibe electrical wiring lias been 
thoroughly inspected and (list same 
is in good condition, and th n <x- 
its and fire ehcapes are in proper 
shape. 

“During an average of five hours 
each day during 200 days in each 
year, twenty-five million children 
are in the schools of the United i 
States. The attendance is cotupul-1 
fSCcy; no fundamental educational 
(problem ia groat ir than tbo surety 
Jof these children. 

"Firo drills are extremely Im¬ 
portant and should be Jiel• I at least 
twice a month, hut perfection ol 
drilling is of little value il lire exits- 
are omitted or improperly design d, 
or if doors ere locked or do not 
open outward.

with coal broke loose from Its moorings 
a hundred feet up the river nnd Jam¬ 
med ugnlnst the bridge. A rising tide 
forced the canal boat further against 
the bridge, bending the gusset plate. 

The morning following the canal 
boat accident, nn Inspection of the 
bridge wus made nnd the bent plate 
was Inrntvd. The rivets were cut out 
of It and workmen took the plato to 
the street. - Instead of putting In a 
new plnte they attempted to straighten 
out the plutc while It was cold, with 
the result that the plato was cracked. 
Despite thnt erack, however, the plate 
was put hack Into place end bolted. 

The disaster wus Indirectly brought 
about by the desire of Apostola to see 
n trained hear Hint was being led 
about the streets of Chester to ex¬ 
ploit n moving picture thnt was being 
shown ut the Fslgemont theater. The 
youngster wns walking nlong the bank 
•f the river, when Vincent Desmond, 
nged twelve, of No. P12 West Third 
street, called to him that the hear was 
coming down the street. The child 
started to run, and had almost reached 
the bridge when he slipped nnd fell 
Into the water. The Desmond boy 
saw him fall, and railed for help. Two 
men In n rowboat rowed out to the 
spot where he went down nnd began 
diving for the lnd'B body. 

When the crowd surged on the bridge 
j to watch the rescue of the small boy 
I they scorned by fate to gather at the 
spot where the cracked plnte wus up¬ 
holding the footpath. 

Coroner Charles Drewe* looked nt 
the bridge nnd condemned tho whole 
structure, tie told the authorities 
that he would forbid nny truffle across 
the bridge despite the fnct that only 
tho footpath seemed in dnnger.

No pert of dairy farming Is more es¬ 
sential than tba proper feeding of 
young calves. Likewise nothing Is 
more Important for the best develop¬ 
ment of calves than s good supply of 
milk and skim milk In the ration. In 
the past few years (ho surplus of these 
products has been mil lied a* human 
food In the form of condensed and 
powdered milk auO *llm milk. Ue- 
.ports recently retelved .by the United 
Ststcv Depsrtmen' of Agr,culture, how¬ 
ever, point to a temporary surplus of 
these products during the Bush season, 
due to decreased' export outlet. Ud- 
til this situation lb adjusted, It would 
*een advisable to utilize the surplus 
mllV and skim milk ns feed for live 
It'-ck. 

In raising dairy calves most dairy¬ 
men prefer that the calf remain with 
ths cow for the Bret 48 hoars. If It 
Is taken away then the cow will be 
less nervous when she begins to be 
milked again for commercial purpose* 
than If they are allowed to tun to¬ 
gether for a long period. 

It Is desirable thut the calf be In a 
thrifty, vigorous condition when It la 
taught to drink.. It may be left with¬ 
out food for hours, at (ha end of 
which time It will be hungry, and elth 
a little teaching will usually drtnlc 
milk from the pall. Warm, fredn milk 
from the mother should be put In a 
clean pall and held near Ihe Boor In 
front of the calf, which will generally 
begin to noaa about the pall. Once It 
gets a teste of milk, tt will usually 
drink without farther trouble. Some¬ 
times. however, more vigorous meas¬ 
ures mutt be taken. 

The quantity of milk fed to a calf 
depends upon Ita size and age, and to 
some extent on the kind and condition 
of the feed, but experiments by the 
Department of Agriculture Indicate 
that about one pound a day ahonld 
be fed for every tea pounds weight of 
the gfllf at birth. Many beginners 
make the mistake of letting the calf 
have nn much milk as It wants. This* 
would be all right If the calf were fed 
every two or three honra, as when It 
runa with the cow, bnt as It la lm- 
practicable ordinarily to feed more 
than two or three times a day, It la 
beat to keep the quantity well below 
the capacity of the calf nnd not risk 
overfeeding. 

For the Brat four days milk from the 
dam should bo fed. After this the

Cakes In many families are not 
considered, unless covered‘wltb some 
sort of frosting, and oth- 

B er families prefer their 
cakes with none. So 
that all may be satisfied 
nnd still serve an attrac¬ 
tive looklug cake, the fob 
lowing suggestions may 

A simple spice fake 
, with or without a few 
^ — 1 nilslns will bo very i 
tasty when covered with 
*■ generous coating of butter while It 
Is still hot from the oven. Sprinkle 
generously with powdered sugar mixed 
with a teaspoonful of cinnamon, 

I'ntty cokes und cookies look better 
nnd taste better If they are sprinkled 
wllh a hit of grnnulnted sugar Just 
before going Into the oven. To make 
the pntty cakes more elegant place 
two «trlps of candled orange peel 
across the top, before sprinkling the 
sugnr. 

A loaf cuke may he sprinkled with 
granulated augur mixed with cinna¬ 
mon Just before pu.ilng Into the oven. 

A little r r ||| of coconut put round 
gem cake*, sprinkling with sugar, 
makes "an attractive ragged appear¬ 
ance when baked. 

('.’hopped nuts sprinkled over the top 
of rakes before baking adds greatly 
to tliclr appenrnnee. 

Crumb cnlie Is a cake covered Just 
before going Into the oven with n welt- 
blended mixture of orenme-l butter, 
flour and sugar. 

Creamy (posting.—Boll together one 
cupful of sugnr nnd one-third of a 
cupful of water until thick and 
honey-like, (hen take out. three table- 
spooufnls. adding to n beaten egg 
white nnd return the rest of the sugar 
to boll to n long hair when a fork is 
dipped Into the sirup. Continue beat¬ 
ing until tlte sirup Is ready, then add 
to the white of the egg. Bent until 
stllT. then spread ns usual. The frost¬ 
ing will be beautifully shiny on the 
top nnd creamy underneath, If msda 
according to directions.

Evidently the Western cabbage flea 
beetle was not hatched to die by 
poison—at least by sprays of urseatculs 
found so effective agnlnst many crop 
Insect peats. It may be driven nwoy, 
however, by poisonous applications, 
and herein Ilea the methods of control 
discovered by specialists of the bureau 
of entomology, United Stales Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, whose experi¬ 
ments In combating tho peat are de¬ 
scribed In Department Bulletin 003. 
"The Western Cabbage Flea Beetle,'' 
recordy published. This Insect Is by 
no means conBned to cabbage, but fre¬ 
quently does serious Injury to turnips, 
radishes, muctard, halo and other cole 
crops, to sugar beets, table beets and 
under exceptional conditions to henna 
and peas. 

Dajnty In Mablta. 

The beetles, It Is said, are dainty In 
their feeding habits, cnrcfuUy avoiding 
foliage that has been sprayed, and at¬ 
tacking either unsprayed parts or fly¬ 
ing to other plants. Ilepellenla such 
as tobacco dust were found to be the 
most effective of those tested, nnd of 
the araenlcats, heavy applications of 
nracuate of lend gave tho most satis¬ 
factory reaulte. 

A formula that gave excellent re¬ 
sult! was araenato of lead pnsto, 1 
pound; flsh-otl sonp, as a sticker, 1 
pound; and water, 10 gallons. Half of 
this weight of powdered lead arsenate, 
or 2Vi pounds tn GO gallons of water, 
Is equally effective, with a correspond¬ 
ing quantity of soap, to act n» an ad¬ 
hesive, or "sticker." It should bo np- 
pllod with a sprayer fitted with elbow 
extension, and special effort should be 
made to coat thoroughly tho under 
surface of the leaves. Two or three 
applications nt five to elgbt-duy Inter¬ 
vals are sufficient, even In enso of se¬ 
vere Infestation, provided tho flrat ap¬ 
plication is mode promptly on tho first 
appearance of the Insect. 

Control by Nicotine. 

Tho pest enn also ho controlled by 
nicotine sulphnte, one-half pint, 40 
per cent '.olutlon, In GO gallons of wa¬ 
ter, with 2 pounds of sonp added, 
which la a deterrent. It Is not pos¬ 
sible, however, to control this Insect 
entirely when It occurs In Ita great¬ 
est abundance. 

*. In addition, it Is deslrnhlo to koep^ 
tho plants thrifty nnd well watered. 
Mechanical and crop traps can he used 
with advantage, (.'lean culture Is al¬ 
ways ndrlsnblo.

after which aklm milk nmy be substi¬ 
tuted, commencing wltb one pound a 
day nnd Increasing to two or four 
pounds, depending on the vigor of the 
calf. No more eklm rnlik should be 
fed than the calf will drink readily. 
In moat caret at the end of the third 
week the ration should be approxi¬ 
mately or.e-hnlf whole and one-half 
separate milk. 

At tho beginning of the fourth week 
from rnc-h»lf to three-fourths of the 
ration should be separated milk. Dur¬ 
ing the week the change should be con¬ 
tinued until by tbs beginning of the 
fifth week only separated milk la fed. 
la specially vigorous calves (he change 
may ba made a week earlier. After 
this time separated milk may be fed 
entirely,-unless tho calf Is very deli¬ 
cate. The quantity fed cod he gradu¬ 
ally Increased until 10 to 20 pounds 
a day are given If milk la very plen¬ 
tiful, more may be fed, but otherwise 
It will not be found economical. 

The time that milk should be dis¬ 
continued depends upon tta coat In re¬ 
lation to tba value of the calf, Ita 
breed, site, vigor, etc. The season In 
which it reaches the age of tlx months, 
and the other feeds available at that 
iliac, must also be taken Into consid¬ 
eration. Six montha la probably o good 
average age et which to wean calves 
from milk. Where there la plenty of 
skim milk available tjkla time may be 
lengthened. When U.e heat of bay and 
allaga and a good variety of gratae are 
available, the calf may be weened ear¬ 
lier than when such feeds are lacking. 
The season of good, succulent pastur¬ 
age presents the beat possible condi¬ 
tion for weaning tha calf.
